JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 15th April ; and by the Pacific mail we have ten days’ 
later news, viz., to the 25th April; the P. and O. mail from 
London Feb. 20 arrived out on the 8th April, the follow- 
ing French mail of Feb. 27 was received on the 19th April, 
and the P. and O. mail of 6th March arrived out on the 22nd 
April. The Japan Herald supplies the fullowing items o. in 
telligence :— 

We mentioned in our last issue that it was the intention of 
the Japanese Government to send an expedition to punish the 
cannibals of Formosa. Great preparations were made : all the 
available steamers were taken up for the conveyance of troops 
and stores, and many of them had already taken their departure 
for Nagasaki, where the expedition was to rendezvous, when 
suddenly, on receiving information that China was sending troops 
to Formosa, the Government issued orders countermanding the 
whole affair. The consequence of this sudden change of front 
has been a Ministerial crisis, several of the Ministers having sent 
in their resignations, This sudden decixion in favour of peace 
will tend to make the Government still more unpopular, as the 
samourai will resent this backing down of Japan just as their 
a 2 of a war had been excited. 

‘o add to the causes which embitter the war party, the Go- 
vernment have beheaded Yeto Shimpei, the leader of the late 
insurrection. This unfortunate man (one of the most liberal- 
minded officials in Japan, lately occupying the position of Min- 
ister of Justice), was captured in disguise, and (so far as we 
know, without a formal trial,) put to death, with several of his 
companions, As Yeto was a man of great influence in the 
country, and one of the recognised heads of the war party, his 
execution has caused a great sensation ; and we may be sure that 
should the opportunity offer, it will be bitterly avenged. 

Before the abandonment of the Formosan expedition had 
been determined on, General Le Gendre, Lieut.-Commander 
Cassell, U.S.N., Lieutenant Wasson, U.S. Engineers, and 
Captain Brown, attached to the expedition were presented to 
the Mikado. 

The U.S.S. Hartford is lying here, awaiting the arrival of the 
new Admiral, who is expected by next mail. The 7'uscarora 
arrived here from Honolulu on the 22nd April. The Saco will 
leave for Chefoo on the arrival of the Zackawanna, which is 
ar Hage in a few days. ;

CHINA.

PEKING. 

The correspondent of the North China Daily News writes as 
follows :— 

The negotiations of the Peruvian Minister have been delayed, 
owing to alterations in the arrangements with regard to L’ Hung 
Chang’s return to Tientsin. As the Emperor is about to make 
his pilgrimage to the Se-ting, or family mausoleum, the attend- 
ance of his Excellency is required. The Emperor will be accom- 
panied by the two Empresses Dowager. He will start on this 
“expensive” journey on the 10th of April, and return on the 
17th. The idea of a railway seems as obnoxious to his Majesty 
as ever. 

There is so little going on usually in the Capital, or at any 
rate so little reaches foreign ears, that one is driven to the Peking 
Gazette in search of anything worth narrating. And truly some 
of the edicts which appear there are quaint. Take for instance 
the Gazette of the 23rd. The Board of Ceremonies has addressed 
the Ti:rone, advising that his Majesty appoint Princes and high 
officers to search the persons and bedding (!) of the students, on 
their entering the Examination Hall to compete for the literary 
degree of Tsin-sze. The Emperor has, therefore, appointed 
twenty-two persons, including Princes and high officials, to 
perform this task. Amongst the latter I notice even the nameg 
of Tung-seun and Ching-ling, two chiefs of the Tsung-le Yamun ; 
and Tih-chun, chief of the Record Office in the Kwo-tsze-kwan, 
who was formerly superintendent of the Imperial Arsenal at 
Tientsin. Fancy Princes of the Blood and Chiefs of the Foreign 
Office— Prince Arthur and Mr. Hammond—appointed inspectors 
of bedding. , 





SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th 


April ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The fol- 
lowing items of news are from the .Vorth China Herald :— 


The annual meeting of subscribers to the library was held on 
the 13th April. The accounts showed that the subscribers had 
fallen off by one-half, chiefly owing, it appeared, to the opening 
of the club library ; and that the income for the present year 
would fall Tis. 1,000 short of the expenses. After discussing 
this unfortunate position of affairs, the meeting passed a resolu- 
tion to the effect that, to ascertain whether it were attributable 
to temporary depression or to a permanent falling off of interest 
on the part of the public, the committee be empowered to con- 
fer with the trustees of the Recreation Fund, with the view of 
obtaining the assistance necessary to carry on the institution for 
a further term. ‘The new committee appointed were Rev. Mr. 
Butcher, Dr. Macgowan, Messrs. Medhurst, How, Cordier, Fitz- 
Gerald, and Maclellan. 

A mecting has been held at the Asiatic Society’s rooms, to 
discuss the project we have so often advocated, of forming a 
musenm in connection with that institution. A resolution was 
passed cordially approving the project, and the following gentle- 
men were appointed a committee to carry it out :—Messrs. Med- 
hurst, Aymeri, Kingsmill, Taintor, Cordier, Keswick, Hawtrey, 
Fitzgerald, Pryer, Groom, and Drs. Henderson and Gottburg. 
We understand that the trustees of the recreation fund have 
undertaken to advance Tls. 1,500 at 5 per cent. per annum inte- 
rest, to start the scheme, while the Asiatic Society provide the 
funds requisite for current expenses. ‘ 

The annual meeting of the friends and subscribers to the 
Chinese Hospital has been held at the house of the medical 
officer, Dr. Johnston. G. F. Seward, Esq., U.S. Consul General, 
occupied the chair, and there was a good attendance. Mr. R. I. 
Fearon, the hon. treasurer, presented the accounts, stating that 
the grant of Ts. 2,000 from the Municipal Council (the amount 
voted for the Lock Hospital or this alternative object, at last 
ratepayers’ meeting), and various handsome subscriptions had 
enabled them to meet the cost of the new building, and left a 
balance. Mr. Johnston said the new building would be ready 
for use in about six weeks, and that it would accommodate 
pew, patients with greater advantages than the old one would 
thirty. ; 

A meeting of shareholders in the North China Insurance 
Company has been held. Tho profits of the year permitted a

dividend gf Tls. 80 per share among shareholders enerally, the 
division of Tis. 48,000 among contributing shareholders, and the 
carrying Tis. 112,000 fp reserve for future division among con. 
tributing shareholjers.—Messrs. Lavers, Wood, J. T. Brand 
Maitland, Hart and Grant were elected directors, and Messrs, 
R. Miller and P. Maclean auditors. 

The following is the result of the Municipal Election :—Prydon 
106, Wood 97, Lemarchand 93, Carmichael 90, Hey:len 3 
Webb 85, Mackenzie 83, Cowie 76, Kidner 73, Little 70, ¥ilson 
67, Tate 42, Evans 31. Messrs, Purdon, Wood, Lemarchand 
Carmichael, Heyden, Webb, Mackenzie, Cowie, and Kiduer, 
therefore constitute the Municipal Council for the ensuing yea, 
The total number of votes cast was 116—about half the number 
of registered voters. 

There seems to be a little tempest raging at Chinkiang about 
the opium trade. The local dealers have issued a circular—pur- 
porting to emanate from the foreign hongs—restricting the trade 
in opium to certain privileged persons, under penalty of utter 
mercantile extinction. H.B.M. Consul has of course protested 
against the combination as illegal, and called on the authorities 
to suppress the false document. We have little sympathy with 
the opium trade ; but such proceedings as those of the Chinkiang 
dealers must be quashed, on principle. Mr. Medurst, wo 
believe, purposes going to Chinkiang to settle the matter. 

The crews for “ club eights” and “ fours ” in the forthcoming 
regatta, to take place about the second week in May, have been 
fixed. An interesting feature in the regatta will be the revival 
of “ hong fours.” It is hoped that some new men will put in an 
appearance in the sculling races. 

The Volunteer Artillery have had their annual target practice 
at Woosung. Gunner Meller made the best average practice, 
and therefore.won the Visitors’ Cup, Driver Pollock ranking 
second, and Gunner Bean third. At a meeting of No.1 company 
of the Volunteer Corps, Mr. James Hart was unanimonslr 
elected captain. It was resolved to appoint the commissioned 
officers, a sergeant, and two privates to be a committee to look 
after the interests of the company ; and Capt. Hart, Lieut. Sin, 
Sergt. Grundy, and Privates Morris and Maclean were elected 
members. 

Entries for the Spring Rifle Meeting have closed. The meet- 
ing promises, we believe, to be the best that has yet been bad, 
the entries being far more numerous than they have been on any 
previous occasion. The highest previous number on record 1s 
fifty, in 1870. The entries for last year’s autumn meeting were 
forty-six, whereas for this meeting they number between eighty 
and ninety. 

We are informed that the amateurs of H.M.S. Cadmus have 
handed over $426.49 to the fund for the admission of sick poor 
to the General Hospital, this being the proceeds of the perform- 
ance given at the Lyceum. 

Madame Arabella Goddard's concerts have drawn good houses, 
and in all respects went off very well. Madame Goddard’s 
masterly interpretation of Beethoven and Thalberg was 4 
valuable lesson to those who were fortunate enough to have at- 
tended. ; 

A large fire occurred in the French Concession on the morn- 
ing of the 10th April. Some 200 Chinese houses were burned 

own, 

On the 10th April a large fishing-boat was wrecked near 
Gutzlaff, and five Chinese landed on the island in a destitute 
condition. The Customs’ steamer Awahsing has left, with pro 
visions, and to bring the men to Shanghai. 

The steamer Ping-on, so long in dock, and so much in the 
newspapers, has made a trial trip, to test the value of the exten- 
sive alterations that she has undergone. She is now under Bn- 
tish colours, and commanded by Captain Mooney. The altera- 
tions consisted of adding forty feet to her length, doubling her 
sides diagonally with teak, changing her boiler for that of the 
late steamer Chieftain, adding a uew screw and the like improve- 
ments. The result of the trip fully justified the utility of these 
changes. She made over nine knots, a rate of speed which was 
maintained throughout the trip, even when she was going againt 
the tide and a strong head wind. As her screw was but par- 
tially submerged, it was calculated that under the same con- 
sumption of coal (at the rate of eight tons per day), she could 
make another knot. - 

Mr. G. F. Seward, the U.S. Consul, has dismissed the petition, 
with costs, in the case between David Hean and Others, trustees 
of the estate of Lindsay and Co., and W. J. Blydenburgh and 
Others, lately trading at Shanghai and elsewhere, under the style 
or firm of Smith, Archer and Co. 

In the Supreme Court Sir E. Hornby has reserved judgment 
in the suit brought by C. H. Nelson, the late master of the ship 
Alhambra, againct Messrs. Russell and Co., as agents for owner, 
for wages, &c. It will probably be remembered that Captain 
Nelson was dismissed by the mortgagees of the vessel,'iid it 18 
to test the legality of this dismissal that the action has been 
brought. The same result has been arrived at in the case 0 
Cheap Jack and Co. v. Russell and Co., in which the plaintiffs 
sued for necessaries supplied and money advanced for the ship 
Alhambra. 
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HONG KONG. | 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 25th April; the 
French mail from London of March 13 was received on the 23rd 
April. We take the following items of news from the China 
Hail :— 

The enterprise evinced by the management of the Hong Kong, 
Cantonsand Macao Stcxm-boat Company in placing the Feian 

run between the city and Kowloong deserves a word of re- 
;jgnition. That the new venture will, if economically worked, 
be successful, may be almost safely calculated, and it is satis- 
factory to find it in such good hands. Hong Kong has proved 
no exception to the rule that facilities for rapid transit increase 
traffic. 

The gunboat Growler, recently arrived, is in a deplorable con- 
dition as revards a “relief ;” her foremast is out, and all her 
rigging, &c., is to undergo a thorough over-haul, consequently 
she can be of no use on service for some months. Instead of 
sending ont either a new or a recently repaired vessel, the Go- 
vernment had the Growler re-commissioned at Malta. 

The Macao coolie trade is to be resumed under new regula- 
tions. The dealers say that all the difficulties of the new system 
have been overcome but two. The first is, the space of three 
cubic metres per coolie, which they consider too much for a man, 
as coolie, on board, but it is a matter that can be arranged; the 
other and. last difficulty of the new regulation, that is, that the 
Governor will send a person in his confidence, the day previous 
to the departure of any vessel leaving with coolies, to examine 
them, ancl that those unwilling to go will be landed, is still con- 
sidered insurmosntable, as no fortune-teller can yet give a satis- 
factory answer to the parties who are anxious to know who will 
be the lucky or unlucky person appointed by the Governor to 
discharge this important post. 

Ata meeting to consider what mark of respect would best 
express the sentiments of esteem entertained towards H. E, 
Major-General Whittield, Lieutenant-Gouernor of this Colony, 

by the community, it was decided that as the state of his health 
will probably prevent him from being present at a ponte dinner, 
it will be better to frame a public address to be handed to his 
Excellency before his departure. 

We are pleased to note the energy with which the Surveyor 
General, Mr. Price, is improving the various streets of the colony, 
asthe money thus spent is better utilised than in making the 
proposed new road. That this new road would be a useful one 
we admit, but, at present, the colony has not the funds where- 
with to make it. Great improvements are being made towards 
Wanci, where the hill has been considerably cut down, and from 
that Point, the Queen’s-road, along toward Talpingshan, has been 
put in a thorough state of repair. We hear, also, that the native 
dwellings near Mount Shadwell are under orders to be white- 
washed and kept externally clean. Duddell-street, so long 
neglected, has assumed an even appearance, and various other 
by streets, Zetland-street for instance, have been put to rights. 
We hope Mr. Price will continue this most useful work. 

It is rumoured amongst the Chinese that the Viceroy of Can- 
ton has no intention of putting down the Wai Sing Lottery, in 
spite of the strict nature of the Imperial edict on the subject. 
As yet his Excellency has not issued any proclamation, and 
tickets, it is said, are commenced to be sold for the coming exa- 

mination for the Tsin-sz degree. The Chinese say the Viceroy 
cannot very well abolish it now, because the license fee has been 
already paid to the end of the year. The action of the Viceroy 
confirms the general opinion amongst European residents that 
the Central vernment is powerless against the Provincial 
authorities. 
We have hitherto refrained from alluding to the numerous 


military desertions which take place in Hong Kong, having no 


wish to direct undue attention to the matter ; but desertion from 
the ranks of the 80th Regiment having become so common— 
nearly in fact an every day occurrence—the fact calls for remark. 
What chiefly concerns-us is the organised system which evidently 
isat work in our midst for assisting soldiers to desert—not so 
much their reasons for deserting, or anything more especially re- 
garding the internal economy of the regiment-itself. It isan un- 
pleasent fact, however, that the present regiment has exhibited 
an unparalleled amount of desertion and misdemeanour as com- 
pared with any other of Her Majesty’s regiments recently sta- 
tioned here. Bearesly a day passes wtthout our Police Intelli- 
ey recording that a private of the 80th regiment has been tried 
or desertion, or some grave or petty misdemeanour. 

The general belief accorded by the Chinese to the rumour that 
the Viceroy at Canton ‘hag signified his willingness to see a line 
of telegraph carried from Kowloong to that city, has a significance 
quite independent of the truth or falsity of the statement. We 
have been-unable to ascertain whence the report itself origi- 
nated. All we know is that it exists, and that it does not seem so 
violently improbable to many of the natives, as to be either 

_Widiculons or deserving of hostile comment. Such being 
% Case, we are justified in assuming that the thin edge 
of the wedge has at length been inserted in the time- 
honoured prejudices of the Cantonese. We do not, of 
for a moment suppose that this more liberal feeling has 


course, : 
a yet spread to fhe country parts over which such a line as that 
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talked of would pass. Fung-shuey would probably present as 
great obstacles now as ever to the immediate completion of such 
a project. But whereas the general sentiment of the higher offi- 
cials and mercantile classes was, until lately, ranged on the side 
of obstruction, it is cheering to note that one formidable element 
of hostility is giving way. It will not take long to convert the 
mandarins generally, if it be once understood that the direct re- 
presentative of the Imperial Government favours such a scheme ; 
and with their conversion to a common-sense view of such mat- 
ters, much of the opposition of sag tepos and headmen will 
cease also. These once gained over, the rest will be easy. 

The new Ordinance consolidating the local emigration is still 
under discussion in committee. 

A rumour has got about that the Florencia, a Peruvian 
steamer, intended to evade the local laws by taking in Chinesa 
coolies outside the limits. The papers were at first refused to 
the vessel by the harbour authorities and the Colonial Secretary, 
but were subsequentlyegiven to it. The rumour proved to be 
without foundation, as a Chinese gunboat, which went out and 
overhauled the vessel, found only twenty passenzers, who had 
been regularly shipped on board. The owner has protested 

inst the treatment he has received, and threatens to bring the 
whole matter to the notice of the Peruvian Government. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—o— 
SINGAPORE. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the ard May. 
No later mail from London had arrived out. The following 


summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

The interval since the departure of the last mail has been 
short, owing to a change in the date of sailing of the homeward 
mail steamers from Hong Kong, they leaving that port on Satur- 
days during the prevalence of the south-west monsoon, and con- 
sequently falling due here on Saturdays and leaving on Sundays. 
As this will last about six months, the merchants have deter- 
mined on observing Wednesday as a half-holiday, in part com- 
pensation for the loss of Saturday afternoon and Sunday relaxa- 
tion, We trust that next year some arrangement of the mail 
steamer’s time-table will be made, whereby the undue share of 
Sunday labour now falling to our lot may be obviated. 

Judgment has been given by the Chief Justice sitting in 
Admiralty jurisdiction in the suit of the owners of the Siamese 
barque Advance against the German steamship Lgeria fur damages 
sustained in collision in August last, the Chief Justice holding 
that the sailing vessel was altogether to blame for the collision, 
and giving judgment for the defendant. 

Notwithstanding the doubts entertained as to the feasibility of 
its erection, the screw-pile iron lighthouse on the North Sands, 
in Malacca Straits, has been successfully put up ; the lantern is 
now being fixed, and will be exhibited on and after the 15th, 
when the vessel now doing duty as a lightship will be removed. 
The light will be arevolving one, showing at intervals of one 
minute, and visible fifteen miles. This will be supplemented by 
a lighthouse on Pulo Pisang, between Malacca and the Raffles 
light, when the Straits of Malacca will be well lighted, and their 
navigation made much easier than at present. And when, in ad- 
dition to these, the proposed new light shall be shown to enable 
vessels to readily enter Penang harbour by night, and the harbour 
lights at the three Settlements improved, the facilities for making 
any of our ports at night will leave little to be desired. 

Madame Arabella Goddard, the eminent pianist, arrived here 
by the last French mail steamer from China, and intends giving 
one or two performances in Singapore. It is rare that this part 
of the world is favoured with visits from such talented artists, 
and Madame Goddard’s entertainments will be an agreeable 
relief from the ordinary dull routine of our every-day life. 

‘The arrivals of steamers via the Suez Canal have been the 
Achilles on the 25th ult. from end a Montgomeryshire on the 
27th, Glenearn on the 28th, and Vancouver cn the 29th, from. 
London. The only departure homeward has been the Diomed 
on the 29th for London. 

The subscription lists in circulation for the relief of the 
sufferers by the Bengal famine were closed on the 30th ultimo. 
The sum collected amounted to $8,900, the greater portion of 
which has been already remitted to the Central Committee at 
Calcutta by this mail. Considering the small population of the 
place, and the very limited portion of the community from whom 
the contributions have been drawn, this is a very respectable 
sum, and is largely in excess of the amount anticipated when the 
matter was first taken in hand. 

Cholera still prevails to a considerable extent in various parta 
of Java, and during the pes few days there were several deaths 
among natives here, said to have been due to the same cause. 
We are glad to state, however, that no fresh cases have been re- 
ported since, and there appears to be no ground for alarm, or to 
suppose that the disease will revisit us in epidemic form this 

ear. 
The Government Gazette announces that the appointments of 
Lieut. Ellis and Capt. Fox as Master Attendants at Sinzapore 
and Penang have been confirmed by the Secretary of State. 
Captain Bradbery, late of the Colonial steamer Pluéo, has been 
appointed, Deputy Harbour Master at Singapore. 
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The mortality from disease among the troops of the Atchin 
‘expedition must have been very great, if we may form an opinion 
from the deaths among two shiploads on their return. The 
Dutch steamer Koningin Sophia arrived from Atchin, having 
troops on board, and towing the Dutch barque Nancy, with some 
350 of the convict corps on board. There were, we hear, five 
deaths from fever on board the steamer, and no less than twenty 
on board the bar jue during the passage from Atchin to S inga- 


re. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 29th 
April, when, after some formal business, the Acting Colonial 
Secretary introduced a Bill to amend the Courts Amendment 
Ordinance No. 4 of 1874. The Hon. R. Little objected to the 
Bill, on account of the insufficient notice. The Treasurer moved 
the following resolution, which was seconded by the Hon. W. R. 
Scott:—“ That Mr. G. Philippo,Senior Puisne Judge of the Straits 
Settlements, be allowed to draw half salary,from the date of his 
embarkation -and full salary from the date of his arrival in the 
colony, and that the same rule be applicable to Mr. Ford when 
he arrives. ” 


PENANG. 

The Penang Gazette has the following upon the subject of the 
proposed new lighthouses :—We have consulted several captains 
of steamers which are continually trading in these waters, and 
the generality of them seem to think that as far as Penang is 
concerned the proposed light in the South channel ought to be 
placed on Pulo Remo, so as to act as a guide to vessels in making 
the island at night, and all agree in urging that another light on 
Muka Head, to serve the same purpose for vessels coming from 
the northward as the one on Pulo Remo for vessels from the 
southward, is essential. It is asserted that the configuration of 
the land about the entrances to Penang is most difficult to make 
out during the monsoons, owing to the mists which hang about 
the higher parts of it, and consequently lights, to be of use, 
should indicate the entrance to the North and South channels. 
As regards a harbour light, it is conceded that the present one 
is perfectly useless, and that a proper light is necessary. 

he same paper, remarking upon a circumstance which oc- 
curred at the last municipal meeting, says :—The filthy state of an 
drain about half a mile long, stretching from the head of 

e road to the “ Manse” to Prangin river, described by the 
secretary in his report upon it “as a long-standing public nui- 
gance,” was complained about by four or five individuals whose 
lot compels them to live near it. The secretary recommended 
what in his opinion would be a great improvement, at a 
cost of $2,400: The President endorsed the report, and 
wrote a minute coolly suggesting that the parties seeking 
welief should be asked to contribute towards the expense of 
whatever plan was adopted for the abatement of the nuisance. 
Buch a suggestion made in the face of the heavy assessment im- 
posed on house property, of the largely augmented resources ob- 
tained by the Water-rate Ordinance, of the large annual muni- 
cipal income of about $120,000, and last, though not least, of the 
fact that the commissioners, on the motion of the President, 
have voted $5,000 for a pauls clock, would be treated by any 
rg aes having the slightest acquaintance with the obligations 
of the commissioners as a gross piece of impertinence. 

The want of consideration shown to the public as well as to 
their own servants by Government is admirably illustrated by 
the postponement pf the ensuing Criminal Sessions. The original 
precept was dated the 8th April and by it the Sheriff summoned 
the jurors and witnesses to attend at the Supreme Court on 
Thursday, the 7th May. The summonses were all out, when all of 
a sudden an order came from Singapore postponing the Sessions 
till Saturday, the 9th ; the consequence is that fresh summonses 
have had to be issued and served. 

Dr. Jackson, the newly-appointed Assistant Colonial Surgeon 
for Province Wellesley, has arrived here in the Vizam. 

We understand that a strong feeling of dissatisfaction exists 
amongst not only the Bar but also the public at the appointment 
of Mr, W. E. Maxwell as Acting Judge of Penang.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxonaua.—There had been a fortnight of utter stagnation, and 
Nearly all goods were quoted lower ; a moderate business had been 
done in Grey Shirtings and Cotton Yarn, at lower prices ; the only 
demand ars fa T-Cloths and Turkey Reds, of which there were no 
stecks. Metals were without change. 

Hroco-0saka.—Business, which showed more signs of life at date of 
last report, had again relapsed into its former state of inactivity, with- 
out material change in prices. The Formosan difficulty had not led to 
any inyuiry for manufactures used for warlike requirements. Cottons.— 
Yarns : Nos. 16-24 had been in inquiry, but closed dull; Nos. 28-32 
neglected and weak. Grey shirtings: Demand for 7 lbs. goods had 
ceased, and prices for these, as well as 8} lbs., had suffered a decline. 
Turkey Red Cambrics, light weights, and Victoria Lawns continued in 
favour, ‘and prices had been maintained throughout the month. 
Worated and Woollens : Plain Black Orleans had been taken to some

extent, but prices were not so well supported at the close. Figured 
Orleans were quoted lower. For Mousselines, Plain and Figured, there 
was no change on former quotativus to report, but Printed had been 
inquired for at a slight advance. Iron: Nail Rods rather weaker, in 
the absence of any demand worth noticing. 

SHancHal.—The market generally had remained quiet, and with the 
exception of a brisk demand of short duration for common chops of 
8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings, intended for shipment to the North, there was 
no new feature of importance to notice. Cottons.—Best makes of 
8} lbs. Grey Shirtings had fairly maintained former values, but the 
enquiry for them had only been limited. Common qualities again 
showed a decline. T-Cloths: Mexican 8 lbs. had been in fair request, 
Mexican 6 Ibs. were almost unsaleable;in other qualities only a small 
business had been transacted. Drills: A sale of 10,000 pieces of 
English 15 lbs. was reported at Tls. 2.1.5. Other descriptions of Plain 
Cottons remained unchanged. Fancy Cottons were in little or no, 
request. Woollens continued very quiet. Camlets had met with some 
attention, but prices had ruled irregularly. Metals were nominally 
without alteration, but in the absence of demand, former values were 
scarcely maintained. 

Hone Konc.—The market had been generally quiet, many of the 
native dealers being absent from the Colony, attending the usual 
ancestral worship. 

Cantoy.—Lead had continued to decline in value, a small sale being 
reported at $7.60 for L.B., but since it had partially recovered, and 
closing quotations for same brand were $8 to $8.20. Sales about 300 
piculs. Quicksilver had been sold at Hong Kong at $193. 

SrycaporE.—Business had been on a moderate scale, and for some 
descriptions of Grey Staples prices were weaker. 

Penanc.—The market had been very quiet—the requirements of 
dealera being evidently satisfied. Transactions had been limited, and 
prices generally at the close were rather easier.

TEA. 

YoxonaMa.—The market continued dull and inactive ; settlements 
since last report amounting to only 1,000 piculs of all A geste and 
arrivals to 1,800 piculs ; the operations called for no special comment. 
The usual “garden musters” of New Crop had been shown ; first 
arrivals of small lots were looked for early in May. 

Hroco-Osaka.—Since the date of the last report purchases had been 
made to the extent of 1,500 piculs, at rates last quoted. Small lots of 
new Teas were looked for during the first week in May, and accountsof 
the quality of the new crop were satisfactory. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Circular says: —Shipments of New 
Teas have gone forward freely, but as they have all been under contract, 
nothing reliable can be given about prices, and the quantities are only 
ascertained after departure of the steamers. The crop is generally 
acknowledged to be superior to last season's, and teamen have clearly 
shown their belief in this, by the high prices they have paid for the 
raw leaf in the country. Shipments of new seasons Teas per steamers 
to the 19th April are as follows :—Peiho, 8,411 Ibs. ; Mooltan, 46,420 
Ibs. ; Meikong, 68,579 Ibs. ; Zambesi, 22,311 Ibs. ; Hector, 89,998 Ibs. ; 
Sindh, 168,464 lbs, ; Avoca, 157,334 lbs. ; Diomed, 280,371 Iba. Total 
to date, 841,888 lbs. 

SILK. 


YoronamMa.—There was little change to report, transactions had been 
in the hands of a few buyers, and settlements since the 6th April were 
estimated at about 500 bales. Oshus had continued in fair request, but 
hanks were somewhat easier, and Sodais were freely offered at a decline 
of fully $20 per picul. Arrivals had been on a limited scale, and stocks 
were further reduced. 

Canton.—Owing to the inferior quality of the old Silk in stock, the 
staple had attracted very little attention during the fortnight. Settle- 
ments had amounted to 78 bales for Europe, at rates last quoted. 
These purchases had nearly exhausted the yield of last year, and what 
remained consisted of mixed lots scarcely worthy of notice. The season 
1873-74 may therefore be considered virtually closed. The prospects - 
of the new crop were good, and musters were expected in time for the 
next English mail. There had been nothing doing in Re-reels, and 
there was no demand for the mixed lots offering. Stocks estimated at 
50 bales Loongkongs, 70 bales Tsatlee-reels, 50 bales Kowkongs, 50 
bales Cumchucks, Lacklows, &c., and 150 bales of inferior descriptions. 

SHanoual.—Much greater activity had been discernible on this mar- 
ket, the business transacted being principally in Tsatlee from Tis. 280 
and upwards, Hangchows at Tis. 270 to 275, and Re-reels from Tis. 320 
to 350, while the only sales of chops reported were Blue Elephant st 
Tis. 342}, and Nos. 2,-3, and 4 Gold Lion at Tls. 370, 350, and 330. 
Prices generally had ruled about Tis. 5 lower, but the absence of many 
descriptions of produce, and an irregular market, make it impossible to 
give reliable figures. Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas, 1,100 bales. 
Total settlements since Ist June, 1878, 56,500 bales; 1871-72, 49,500 
bales. Comparative unsold Stock on this market on the 17th April, 
1874, 600 bales ; 1873, 300 bales; 1872, 100 bales.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

Tue Have, June 1.—According to an official telegram dated Buiten- 
zorg, May 31, advices have been received from Atchin, announcing that 
the enemy has attacked Kotaradja, Penajong, and Maraksa, but was 
repulsed with considerable loss, and retired to various points in an 
easterly direction. The health of the troops is not good. 


KASHGAR AND CHINA. 
(“ Tres” CoRRESPONDENT’S TELEGRAM.) 

Beri, Juxe 1.—Chinese troops have been stationed for some time 
past north and south of the Bogdo Ridge, threatening to invade 
Kuldsha and Kashgar. These territories, formerly the westernmost 
provinces of China, achieved independence during the revolutionary 
troubles of the last ten years. Kuidsha was subsequently occupied by 
the Russians, but Kashgar remains independent. In view of the com- 
mon danger threatening the new masters of the region, Russia is now 
preparing to concert measures of defence with the Ameer of Kashgar. 
The Chinese forces on the Kuldsha and Kashgar confines are armed 
with European rifles. 


THE JAPANESE EXPEDITION TO FORMOSA. 
Nacasakl, May 30.—The Japanese Government has despatched an 
expedition to punish the savages on the eastern shore of the island of 
Formosa who had maltreated some shipwrecked Japanese sailors. An 
insignificant engagement is reported to have taken place. Apprehen- 
sions were entertained of a difiiculty arising between the Japanese and 
Chinese Governments on this account, but they appear to be unfounded.

IRISHMEN IN Curyi.—-China appears to be the paradise of place- 
hunting Irishmen in the present day, and it is odd to notice how many 
have attained posts of honour and high pay in the Celestial Empire. 
F rst and foremost comes H.M. Minister, Mr. Wade, whose long career 
in the Enst, characterised by many Hibernianisms, is yet one of which 
his nvtive country may be proud. Then there is the astute and cau- 
tions head of the Customs, Mr, Hart, who resembles more the reserved 
and canny Scot than the vivacious native of the Emerald Isle, but 
whose career of unexampled success is creditable both to himself and 
the land that gave him birth. Then there is Sir Arthur Kennedy, 
Governor of Hong Konz, who succeeded to one of the most indisputable 
Inishinen that ever left the British Isles—Sir Richard MacDonnell. 
The last adiniral in Chinese waters, Sir Henry Kellett, hailed from the 
Emerald Isle ; 89 also do several of the minor officials of the Hong 
Kong colony, notebly Mr. Russell, the police magistrate, whose acade- 
mical career at Trinity was most successful and distinguished. Of the 
Consular officials some of the ablest and best known are Irishmen. Mr. 
Mongan, whose careful and elaborate official reports are a model for 
junior officers ; Mr. Watters, whose scholarlike labours in Chinese phi- 
‘losophy promise to earn him a prominent place among Eastern philo- 
logists ; and others which might be mentioned. The proportion of 
frishmen in the Customs Service is unusually large, and it is some- 
times said by disappointed juniors that to be born in Ireland is a far 
more certain passport to speedy promotion in China than long service, 
business capacity, or acquaintance with the Chinese language. 


_ THE CHINESE IN San Francisco.—lIt has long been supposed that the 
six companies supposed to represent the Chinese interests were given tO 
extorting tribute from their countrymen, and that they aided and 
abetted the importation of Chinese of both sexes, who were kept in 
hondigs for a term of years after their arrival in this country. But it 


has only lately been ascertained that a contract exists between the six |- 


eommanies aml the Chinese steamships, English and American, whereby 
every Chinaman epplying for a passage to China must produce a permit 
from the six compunies ur be compelled tu pay $100 as the price of his 
pasnaze. Witha perinit tho fare is only $12, but a system of black 
yar is enforced in every case to the arcount of 810 or $20, which the 
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ordinary Chinaman is powerless to resist, and which he pays nominally 
to maintain the officers of the paternal six companies and to “ return the 
bones of the dead.” In reality, the enormous amount of money collected 
in this manner goes to enrich the Chinese ring, and the most extraordinary 
part of it is that the steamship lines should have allowed themselves to 
be made the medium of this wholesale rascality. The circumstance 
that brought this matter to light was the application of two Christian 
Chinamen at the proper oftice fora passage to China. They were in- 
formed that the fare was $12, but on tendering the money they were 
told that without a permit from the six companies they would have to 
pay $100. They retired to consult with their friends the missionaries, 
who, in their turn, remonstrated against the injustice of the demand, 
with, however, no better success. The conduct of the steamship com- 
panies has elicited much comment, and will doubtless engage further 
attention and investigation. 


Messrs. F. anp C. Osurr, of 45, Oxford-street, have just manu- 
factured a splendid glass fountain for the Muharajah of Puttiala. This 
magnificent piece of glass work has been on view at the establishment 
of the manufacturers, and has attracted numerous visitors. It is 23 ft. 
6 in. in height, and weighs 2} tons. On a broad marble base is a plat- 
form of richly-cut glass, from which rises a large central shaft, sur- 
rounded by six columns, composed of prisms of crystals, very richly 
cut on the inner side, and fitted so exactly that the joints are imper- 
ceptible. A cornice of glass connects the columns, each of which is 
surmounted by a large globe of solid crystal, cut in triangular facets of 
minute exactness. From the capital of the central shaft depend two 
rows of large crystal pendants, From the massive trunk rises in curves 
of great beauty a crystal basin & ft. in diameter, in which is placed the 
principal row of jets. The basin is scalloped, and is cut on the under 
side to represent the ripple and play of water. Near where the basin 
meets the trunk is suspended a row of pendants and ovoid-cut drops 
perfect in purity and brilliancy. Above the basin the design changes. 
Elegant scrolls of glass, festooned and arranged in three tiers, carry the 
jets in the upper part of the work, which terminates in a prismatic star 
and pointed hexagonal ornament. 


A PARLIAMENTARY Committee met on the 5th inst. to inquire into the 
operation of the Adulteration of Food Act 1872. With regard to tea, 
Mr. Allen, the public analyst of Sheffield, said that he denied the ca- 
pacity of dealers or any one by a roughand ready method to detect the 
adulteration of exhausted leaves. He considered there had been an 
improper prosecution of grocers in some localitics, Sir H. Peek asked 
the witness if he considered that any accidental impurity found in tea 
should be considered as adulteration, and the witness replied in the 
negative. 


A LETTER has been received by the North of England Steamship 
Owners’ Association from the Foreign-office, which states that Lord 
Derby “ is of opinion that, as British commerce has undoubtedly bene- 
fited by the opening of the Suez Canal, and would be much injured by 
the failure of the company to fulfil its engagements, it would be of 
doubtful advantage for British shipowners to press their claims for the 
restitution of the excess dues levied since the Ist July,.1872.” 


Mr. Nery Ettas, the Royal Geographical Society's gold medallist fur 
1873, who left England for India with a view to obtaining encourage- 
ment from the Government to penetrate into Sikkim and Thibet, has 
been temporarily attached to the Foreign Department at Calcutta. It 
is probable that should the Sikkim direction not prove favourable 
attention will be directed to Upper Burmah and Yunan. 


At the annual conference convened by the National Temperance 
League, at the City Terminus Hotel on the 29th ult., Mr. Edmund 
Wheatley, of the Chinese Customs Service, read a paper on “ Tempe- 
rance on the Coast of China.” At the League's breakfast meeting on 
the 80th Mr. Wheatley spoke of Christian effort among the seamen of 
the China squadron. 


It is suid that a movement has been started for the purpose of assist - 
ing Lieutenant Camdon in his expedition to Ujiji, for the purpose of 
saving Dr. Livingstone's effects and papers. The funds at the disposal 
of the Royal Geographical Society, and in connection with Living- 
stone’s discoveries having been exhausted, a private subscription list 
has been opened.

The buyer is in custody and the capture of the thieves 
is expected shortly. 
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THE ATCHIN WAR. 

The Amsterdamsche Courant publishes the subjoined extract 
from a private letter written by an officer of the Dutch army in 
Atchin. The letter, which is dated Ist April, says :— 

I write only a few lmes about the expedition. We are in a position 
that we don’t comprehend; so many men of the fleet have died at sea, 
so many soldiers and ketting gangers (lubourers) have died on shore, that 
operations seem to be at a standstill. In some small States our flag 
has been hoisted, but this is not worth much, the territory being so 
enoriaous, whilst the blockade has now become more difficult, because 
the friendly States are not occupied by our troops, and they are per- 
mitted +o trade, except in ammunition. It thus becomes necessary that 
& man-of-war should be stationed off the coast of cach friendly State, 
4nd how the other non-friendly States are to be effectively blockaded 
Idon’t know. Hitherto much has been done on paper, but little has 
been carried out. Our policy in Atchin is a very dangerous one. It is 
incomprehensible why a third expedition should not be organised now 
that the moment is so very favourable to act, for instance against 
Simpang Olim and Telok Samowoi. When the East monsoons have set 
in, it will be impossible to proceed, but at this moment the weather is 
beautiful. According to the latest official news from Batavia all our 
troops will !eave Atchin, except a garrison of 2,500, and only four or five 
vessels willremain here. We look at each other and do not understand 
it. In Dehli endeavours are being made to treat with the Sultan to 
acknowledge our supremacy for a certain sum a year, and it seems that 
they will be successful, but the greatest prudence will be necessary, 
because the boundaries of Dehli were visited some time ago by Atchinese 
missionaries, whilst the Battachs are very warlike. In Dehli as well as 
in Menzkalis Chinese have established themselves in great numbers on 
the coast. They are also settling themselves in Atchin. 


The Haarlemsche Courant—a Dutch journal of neutral politics 
and of high standing—contains the following letter, written bya 
Dutch officer, dated from Atchin April 8 :— 


The high expectations entertained of the results of the capture of 
the Kraton have not been realised, in so far that Atchin has not yet 
been con:uered. It is, however, pretty certain that in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the territory occupied by our troops—and this is 
certainly the principal part of the island—the population will very soon 
become accustomed to our rule, and then we shall have won a good 
deal. When the foe sees that we are able to maintain our position 
during the rainy season, notwithstanding that communication with the 
men-of-war will be frequently interrupted, they will probably submit. 
The main thing, however, is an effective blockade, and this of course 
will be the task of the navy. You will have seen that the Government 
has been occupied in spreading proclamations, The Jfetalen Aruis 
was sent to the West Cuast, the Citadel to the North, and the Tinor to 
the East, with these proclamations. The tenor is as follows :—H. Exy, 
Van Swieten, &c., &c., communicates to the Chief of the... . State 
that the Kraton of Great Atchin has been taken by force of the Dutch 
arms; that the Sultan is dead, and that the peopie have fled, so that 
Atchin mow belongs to the Dutch nation. The vassals of Atchin are 
therefore invited to transfer their allegiance to the Dutch Government. 
Asa proof of their good intentions they have only to subscribe to a 
declaration stating that they acknowledge the Dutch flag; that they 
will supporess piracy and slavery in their States ; that they will not con- 
elude treaties with any other Powers without the permission of the 
Dutch G overnment, and that the population shall be forbidden to bear 
arms. The proclamation ends with the threat that, in case of a refusal 
the coasts will be blockaded and the population will feel the force of 
our arms. The proclamations are accompanied by letters from the 
Commander, stating that we intend to remain eternally (sic) in Atchin, 
and advising the chiefs to consider well before replying. I, however, 
hear that the success of these proclamations has not been brilliant. On 
the west coast two unimportant States have acknowledged our autho- 
rity—(I do not know whether this happened before the proclamutions 
were furwarded)—and Gighan has also submitted, but this State was 
for some time previous friendly towards us. Telok Semoi and Sim- 
pang have asked a delay of six months, Perlah for three months. In 
some places, however, no reply has been given. In Langxa, for instance 
—this is an unimportant Atchinese settlement between Tamangand 
and Perluh—the bearer of the proclamation (an Atchinese) was told 
that he had better go back as soon as possible, and the letter was not 
even read, but was returned unopened. Soengey-Rajah has submitted, 
—but this settlement is of noimportance. The Atchinese chiefs on the 
left bank of the Tamiang river are all willing to acknowledge our autho- 
rity. The subjected States are now permitted to export pepper and to 
woe opium ; trade is free, but the import of arms is, of course, pro-

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpaM, JUNE 3. 

The members of the Second Chamber re-assembled yesterday. The 
newly-appointed Minister of the Naval Department has laid before the 
members his budget, which shows a total of 10,901,596 61/100 guilders. 
The following are the outlines of the estimates, which clearly prove that 
our Navy is in a very poor condition. The Minister is—and every one 
will agree with him—of opinion that our Navy should be sufficient to 
provide—l. The means for our Home defence; 2. An auxiliary 
squadron in India, to defend our possessions there ; 3. A small force in 
the West Indies to maintain our authority ; 4. Some vessels for exer- 
cising crews and to carry our flag abroad. The Minister of course has 
only indirectly to do with the Navy in India, which is under the man- 
agemne:_+ of the Colonial Department. Mr. Kip considers that we require 
for our defence five ironclads, fou: teen monitors, twenty-four gunboats, 
twenty-four river boats and torpedo boats ; and for the auxiliary squad- 
ron three ironclads, and thirteen screw steamers, first, second, and 
third class. The five ironclads will be ready this year, while of the 
fourteen monitors four have still to be built; while a beginning 
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boats, and of the twenty-four river boats twenty must be con- 
structed. The first irunclad for the auxiliary squadron will be 
ready in 1875. Of the thirteen screw steamers required, there are 
at disposal, or will be at disposal this year : one steam frigate, five screw 
steamers first class; four second class; four third class; three 
f-urth class and two other vessels. The steam frigate Anna Powona 
will be ready in six months. This is satisfactory, but within 
a few years all these vessels, a few only excepted, must become unrer- 
vicetble. There is thus much to be provided for. Besides the muni- 
tora, gunboats, river boats and ironclads, it will be necessary to build 
within the next few years seven screw steamers of the first class, two of 
the second class, and two of the fourth class. The whole of these 
musi be finished in ten years, and will involve an expenditure of 
25,450,000 guilders. The Minister declines to build any more wooden 
vessels ; all new vessels are to be of iron, or constructed according to 
the English composite system. Only a part of the vessels which are 
required can be built in the Government or in private yards ; the iron- 
clads must be ordered abroad—that is in England. Energetic measures 
are tu be taken at once to improve the personel of the crews, as there 
is at the present time a great ecarcity of seamen. I think it is unne- 
cessary to take up mvre of your space with this subject. If we had 
not been foolish enough to involve ourselves in a war with Atchin we 
could have provided the twenty-five millions in one year, and our navy 
could then have been completed. And what have we now for our 
money? The letters written by officers of the Atchin Army show 
that matters do not go on there as they should. A remarkable article 
has been published by the Arnhemsche Conrant, x Liberal paper of high 
standing, and not at all inclined to shirk the truth. The article is too 
interesting to withhold from your readers a brief sketch of it, A colonel 
and 3,000 soldiers (:t says) constitute the whole force left in Atchin to 
maintain our authority. Will Generals Van Swieten and Verspyck 
return to us as glorious conquerors under these circumstances? Is 
nothing left to be done in Atchin? What has become of our plan to 
conquer that Empire? The sccond expedition is finished ; General 
Verspyck resigns, and General Van Swieten returns home. Matters 
thus seem to have been brought to an end, and now we may ask, What 
have we obtained for all the blood that has been spilt, for money ex- 
pended? We are now preparing for a third expedition, as is proved by 
a Royal decree conferring the Atchin medal upon all those who took part 
in the expeditions in 1573 and 1874, or who may be sent to Atchin in 
time to come. Some days ago I was shown the Grand Cross of the 
“William” Order, which was conferred upon General Van Swieten. It 
is a beautiful specimen of silversmiths’ work, and is of the kind hitherto 
only conferred upon princes. 

In a former letter I told you that the opinion of the majority in the 
sections which had examined the new Reform Bill of the Home 
Minister was anything but satisfactory. It seems now that the Minister 
intends to come to a compromise, in order to solve the question. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has laid before the Chamber 
a Bill to alter the East India budget for 1873. Some sections are to 
be augmented by a sum of f.766,100, while others will be reduced by 
the same amount. 

I am informed that Messrs. Messchert Van Vollenhoven (Utrecht) 
and Van Hardenbroek van Lockhorst (Amersfvort) will shortly resign 
their seats in the Second Chamber. 

Mr. Hubeuvet, engineer of waterworks, is appointed inspector on the 
island of Sumatra. 

The King has appointed Mr. P. Heytiug, of Bergen op Zoom, Minis- 
ter of the Protestant Church in Netherlands India. 

PRODUCE MARKETS, 

CorFEE.—The last monthly auction of the Trading Company has 
given a most satisfactory result. The whole quantity put up was sold 
at 3 to 4 cents above the valuation. A good demand prevails at auction 
prices, that is for good ord. 55c. to 554c. 

Raw Svucar.—The market is somewhat firmer. About 5,000 mats 
have changed hands at f.2 under November prices. The arrivals, how- 
ever, are large, and there is only a very limited demand for refined, so 
that the above price cannut now be obtained. 

Tra.—There ure no transactions to report. The trade is inspecting 
the cargo ex Kirkland, which will be offered for sale on the 18th. A 
large quantity of the cargo ex Bellona has been exported because no 
paying prices could be obtained here.

SHANGHAI AND THE WOOSUNG BAR.—MR. 
WADE'S DESPATCHES. 

THE growth in wealth and importance of the foreign 
settlement of Shanghai is one of the most striking com- 
mercial phenomena of the present generation. Few cities 
in the whole course of history have had a rise more rapid, 
can boast of a success more complete, or look forward with 
juster confidence to a future of growing prosperity. For 
a series of years Shanghai has held the position of the 
chief centre of foreign commerce in the little known, un- 
developed, and comparatively unexplored Chinese Empire, 
at the gates of which European enterprise, energy, and 
science, still await admission. Under most adverse cir- 
cumstances the settlement of Shanghai has made most re- 
markable progress. Dreaded as agents of innovation by 
the Chinese Government, meeting with covert opposition, 
or, at best, but lukewarm support, from the foreign diplo- 
matists at Peking, the Shanghai merchants have stedfastly 


“ considerable sum upon a dredging apparatus, to be em"

its result H.M. Minister appears to have been content, 
though he seems to have thought it necessary in his letter 
of the 26th March to rebuke the zeal and impatience of 
the Shanghai merchants, and to express a doubt whether 
any permanent improvement of the Bar could be effected. 
Urged again to action by Lord GRANVILLE, through, the 
machinery set in motion by the Shanghai merchants,“ Mr. 
WADE went so far in December of the same year as to re- 
quest the Admiral on the station to survey the Bar and 
report upon it; and, on Feb. 15 he informs Lord Gran- 
VILLE that he has “ every reason to believe ”—what he had 
before stated as a fact in his letter of July 22—“ that the 
“ money required for a dredging machine will be p 
“if it be not already placed, at the disposal of Mr. Harr.” 
In this same letter Mr. WADE again thinks it incumbent 
on him to pose before the British public as the apologist 
of the Chinese Government, for he adds significantly 
enough that “in cases of the kind the Chinese are not 
more expeditious than any other Government,” evidently 
seeking to provoke comparisons between China and some 
imaginary delinquent and apathetic Government in the 
West. Mr. WADE does not appear to have thought it 
worth while to ascertain positively whether the promised 
funds had been actually granted, but, in the very incon- 
clusive telegram which fitly closes a most unsatisfactory 
correspondence, he states, “I was given to understand that 
the necessary outlay was about to be sanctioned.” Thus, 
even when galvanised into a little temporary activity on 
behalf of commercial interests, the British Minister ap- 
pears to have satisfied his conscience by putting a most 
inconclusive question, and with receiving a vague pro- 
mise in reply, the fulfilment of which he does not ap- 
pear to have ever thought it worth while to ascertain 
or enforce. A taste for gerund grinding and grubbing

perpetuity those commercial advantages which the model 
settlement has hitherto enjoyed. The papers just pre- 
sented to Parliament respecting the Woosung Bar and 
the river approach to Shanghai are well worth the! 
attention of anyone who is interested in foreign com- 
merce in the East. They show beyond dispute how 
necessary it is that commercial interests should be 
constantly and carefully looked after; how thoroughly 
supineness and laissez faire rule at Peking ; how difficult it 
is tv stir the Chinese to move, even in their own interests ; 
and they show, too, how little real interest a British Mi- 
nister can take in British trade, and with what calmness 
and composure he can accept Chinese promises, excuses, 
and subterfuges on a matter of vital importance to European 
commerce, fn his letter No. 7, dated July 22, 1872, Mr. 
Wade informs Earl GRANVILLE that he had called the 
attention of the Chinese Government to the condition of 
the Woosnng Bar, and had found, “ on inquiry, that Mr. 
Sarr Sat teu Ora sed ly the Yamen to expend a

capacity for larger duties and more liberal views, but we 
do not hesitate to say that the career of Her MaJESTY’S 
present representative at Peking goes far to justify the 
general prejudice against making ‘ilettante scholarship the 
test of fitness for a post which requires practical Sroiwlalge 
of men and things, freedom from sentimentality, and keen 
and clear appreciation of the unerring and inexorable laws 
which guide and govern international and commercial re- 
lations. But, it may be said, criticism is barren and futile, 
unless it suggests a remedy for the evil it points out. No 
unprejudiced man can read the correspondence on this 
subject without feeling convinced that the British Minister 
has failed in that urgency of application and insistance 
upon just requirements being complied with which are 
essential conditions to progress in a moribund Empire like 
China. What, then, is the remedy? It is provided, we 
reply, in the Treaty of Tientsin, he thirty-second article 
of which provides that the Consuls and Superintendents of 
Customs shall consult together regarding the erection of 
beacons or lighthouses and the distribution of buoys and 
lightships, as occasion may demand. For this purpose the 
privilege of collecting tonnage dues was conceded, and we 
maintain, without fear of contradiction, that the British 
Minister is bound to see that the large funds thus col- 
lected are applied in accordance with the terms of the 
Treaty. To expect that the Chinese authorities will, of 
their own accord, expend large sums of money in con- 
serving the approaches to Shanghai and removing the Bar 
at Woosung argues a want of acquaintance with Chinese 
officialdom with which Mr. WADE cannot becharged. We 
fear that indifference is the cause of inaction, and that our 
Minister at Peking takes but a lukewarm interest in mat- 
ters so narrow and sordid, so little capable of literary or 
rhetorical embellishments, as the merely manufacturing, 
commercial, and maritime interests of the British ae 
The well-known lines of a Conservative politician (slightly 
altered) represent, we fear, too truly, the opinions of Her 
MasEstTY’s Minister at the Chinese capital. 
Let laws and shipping, arts and commerce die, 
But let me once complete the “ Tze erh Chi.” ._ 

It is quite touching to observe the faith with which Mr. 
WADE evidently relies upon his confrére, Mr. Hart, to 
accomplish the designs at which he merely ventures to hint. 
Mr. HarT is to obtain funds, Mr. HART is to purchase 4 
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dredging machine, and Mr. Hart is to see that the Chinese 
authorities do their duty. Can any sane person read over 
the Blue-books and Correspondence on China questions for 
the past ten years, and not see, beyond all doubt, that Mr. 
Hart's power and influence have been absurdly exagge- 
rated and overrated? Far-sighted, liberal-minded, and 
thoroughly in earnest in the cause of progress, Mr. HART 
has, doubtless, strained every nerve, and availed himself: 
of every opportunity to advance the true interests of 
China, to draw closer the bonds of intercourse, to multiply | 
the points of contact, and to develop those commercial 
relations which are the truest and surest security for peace 
and prosperity. But while these efforts and representa- 
tions have assuredly been made by Mr. Hart, we fail at 
the present day to see in what direction or to what extent 
they have borne any practical results. The influences to 
which such constant representations, arguments, and de- 
monstrations may give birth, will doubtless be felt in 
coming generations, but meantime we have to deal with | 
the present, and we may well leave posterity to take care | 
of itself. We think, therefore, that it is now high time 
to trust no more to such broken reeds as Mr. WADE has 
hitherto relied upon, but that it behoves us, speedily and 
effectively, to take the matter into our own hands, to 

itate and memorialise and spare no efforts until the | 

ameful inertness of the past ten years be redressed, and 
a joint commission be appointed under the treaty provision | 
to investigate the question of the Woosung Bar, and to 
adopt such means for its removal as scientific engineers 
may suggest. Whatever may be the cost, the tonnage dues 
may well afford it, and we consider that the magnitude of 
the interests at stake imperatively call for immediate 
measures to conserve the approach to the great and grow- 
ing centre of British commercial interests in the Far East.

In another column will be found the text of a memorial 
from the Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce to the 
Secretary of State for India, urging the completion 
of the half finished survey of Captain Sprye's pro- 
posed route from Rangoon to Kiang-Hung, on the South- 
Western frontier of China. The establishment of this route 
has now become of importance, politically as well as com- 
mercially, looking at the progress made by the French 
Government, in obtaining an approach to Burma and 
Western China through Cochin China and Tongkin. 


AT the general meeting of the shareholders of the Mes- 
sageries Maritimes, held in Paris on the 30th ult., the 
report of the directors was approved. The receipts for 
the year 1873 amount to f.52,444,758, the expenditure 
to f.46,357,020. The dividend declared for the year 1873 
has been f.40 per share, equivalent to 8 per cent., against 
10 per cent. in 1872. The diminution is accounted for by 
the increase in the Suez Canal dues. 


H.E. SAMESHIMA, the Japanese Minister in Paris, has, 
we understand, been decorated by the French Government 
with the Cross of the Legion of Honour. We congratulate 
him on this mark of esteem, and trust that the rules in 
such matters in Japan are not like our own. 


WE understand that M. Dupont, Naval Engineer at 
Toulon, has accepted the appointment of Engineer to the 
Japanese Government, with the sanction of the French 
Minister of Marine. He will shortly proceed to the dock- 
yard at Yokoska. 


THE WESTERN CHINA ROUTE. 
The subjoined memorial has been forwarded to the Secretary 
of State for India by the Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce:— 











JAPAN is indeed making rapid strides in European 
thought and action. Like France, who went to war with 
Germany to avert a revolution at home, Japan has now 
entered on a war against the Formosans on the most 
flimsy pretext, in order to satisfy a discontented section of 
the population. According to the telegraphic advices we 
publish in another column, it appears that the Chinese Go- 
vernment make no remonstrance at the aggression. They 
ignore sovereignty in a portion of the Island of Formosa, 
and do not object to any foreign Power chastising these 
aborigines. This is a dangerous policy, and will certainly 
lead the Chinese Government into trouble. If they 
have not sovereignty over the whole island of Formosa 
they should have. This neglect to enforce their autho- 
rity may have been excusable so long as no outside Power 
stepped in, but the moment such a contingency arose they 
should have at once asserted their right to dominion, and 
taken steps to enforce it. The Japanese of course assert 
that it is not their intention to possess themselves of the 
land, but simply obtain guarantees from the natives against 
ill-usage of any Japanese who may be cast on their shore. 
We all know how such a programme usually ends with a 
semi-barbarous people like the Formosans. If the affair 
does not lead to complications between China and Japan it 
will indeed be a marvel. For the moment it is a trump 
card in the hands of the Japanese Government to avert 
rebellions at home. We cannot help thinking, however, 
that they have not properly estimated the difficulties to be 
encountered on that very rocky and dangerous shore, and it 
is quite possible the Chinese may have the laugh of them. 





CHEN LAN PIN and his two colleagues, Messrs. Mac- 
PHERSON and HvuBER, the Commission appointed by the 
Chinese Government to inquire into the condition otf Coolie 
emigrants in China, had left Havana, by last advices, and 
were about to proceed to Hartford, in the United States, 
where CHEN LAN PIN is chief of an educational mission. 
The Commission will remain there two or three months, 
in order to prepare a report for the Chinese Government. 

. Visits have been paid to the chief sugar plantations of 
‘Cuba, innumerable statements have been collected from

Sheweth—That your memurialists have viewed with great satisfac- 
tion the policy pursued by your Lordship in relation to Indian affairs, 
believing it to be calculated to have an important influence in deve- 
loping the commerce between this country and the East. 

2. That your memorialists, being deeply interested in cultivating in- 
creased trade with India and China, have for many years past urged 
upon successive Governments the completion of the survey of the route 
proposed by Captain Sprye froin Rangoon to Kiang Hung on the Cam- 
bodia River, on the southern frontier of Yunan, one of the provinces of 
Western China, and they rejoice that your Lordship has sanctioned the 
completion of the survey that was commenced in 1867. by your Lord- 
ship’s direction, but which was interrupted by your Lordship’s successor 
in office, after one half of the route had been surveyed and favourably 
reported upon. ‘The importance of a more direct route to the markets 
of Western and Central China has long been recognised by Russia and 
France, and it is a source of great satisfaction to your memorialists that 
your Lordship should also have appreciated the benefits likely to accrue 
to British commerce from the establishment of such a route, and they 
venture to press upon your Lordship the desirability of the survey 
being entrusted to engineers of repute, in whose report implicit confi- 
dence can be placed by those who may be wishful to embark their 
capital in the completion of a project which would bring England 
within thirty-five days of the confines of Central China, and open a 
market for British commerce which would compensate in some degree 
for the depression that has recently characterised our foreign trade. 

3. That your memorialists, whilst deeply impressed with the im- 
portance of Captain Sprye’s route, are anxious that your Lordship 
should not regard them us unfavourable to the other projected routes, 
such, for instance, as the proposed railway from Rangoon to Prome, 
the construction of which—notwithstanding there is already a good 
metal road between those places, and that it would run parallel to the 
river Irrawaddy, on which steamers ply regularly—may be deemed 
desirable for local reasons. Your memorialists trust, however, that 
such proposed railway may not be allowed to interfere with the com- 
pletion of the survey of the route from Rangoon to Kiang Hung, in 
which this, in common with many other Chambers of Commerce, has 
taken so long and deep an interest, as one of great and manifest im- 
portance to the commerce of the United Kingdom. 

4, That your memorialists are also pleased to be able to congratulate 
your Lordship upon the nomination of Andrew Cassells, Esq., to a seat 
in the Council of India, as they regard this appointment as indicative 
of your Lordship’s desire to give a greater representation to commer- 
cial interests, which, in the opinion of your memorialists, have hitherto 
been unduly neglected. Your memorialists have long advocated the 
introduction into the Council of India of members specially conversant 
with commercial questions, in order that the Council might be the 
better enabled to advise upon matters affecting the commercial rela- 
, tions of this country with the East. The accompanying copy of a peti- 
tion from this Chamber which was presented to the House of Commens 
in 1869 will indicate to your Lordship the views which they then hid 
and still hold upon this important subject, and they venturc to urge 
| upon your Lordship the desirability of future vacancies in the Indian 
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Council being filled by the appvintment of other gentlemen specially 
qualified to advise upon all questions affecting trade, your memorialists 
being of opinion that not fewer than four such members should have a 
s:at at the Board. 

Your memorialists therefore humbly tender to your Lordship their 
thanks for the policy which you have inaugurated in Indian affairs, and 
venture to express the hope that you will be pleased, as occasion pre- 
sents itself, tv carry out such policy, it being 4s they believe calculated 
to strengthen the commercial element in the Council of India without 
impairing ita efficiency as regards purely Indian questions.

THE PERAK TREATY, &c. 

The following letter has been published in reference to the 
action of Governor Clarke in the Straits. In any future com- 
munication of this nature it will be well for the framers to omit 
the request for “ vigorous proceedings” with weak States. This 
is not to be obtained from our Government by writing, and 
likely to be frustrated by a certain section of M.P.’s who condemn 
all vigorous policy :— ° - 

To the Right Hon. the Earl of Carnarvon, Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
Penang, April 11. 

My Lord,—We, the Chamber of{Commerce of Penang, being more 
deeply interested in the affairs of Perak and Laroot than either of the 
other two settlements of the colony, beg to express to your Lordship 
our sincere satisfaction at the munner in which his Excellency Sir 
Andrew Clarke has, so shortly atter assuming the reins of government, 
succeeded in putting an end to the state of anarchy which has hitherto 
existed in those countries, and, for the last three years, almost entirely 
checked a most important branch of our trade. It is, therefore, with 
feelings of profound satisfaction that we regard the political settlement 
made by his Excellancy Sir Andrew Clarke, and trust your Lordship 
will be pleased to approve the same and to encourage similar vigorous. 
procedures in all future dealings with States siinilarly situated under 
weak Governments on the Malayan Peninsula.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S MEETING. 
The half-yearly mezting of shareholders in the P. and O. Company 
was held on the 4th inst. ; Patrick Douglas Hadow, Esq., in the chair. 


The report of the directors, which recommended an interim dividend 
at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, was given in our last issue. 

The Chairman said it was not the custom of the Company to present 
any statement of accounts to the interim meeting, nor go at any length 
into the details of the Company's affairs, and therefore he should 
simply draw attention toa few of the salient points in the report. 
Dealing first with the Company's fiect, the tabular statement gave par- 
ticulars, and the alterations to be noted since the last report was issued 
were that the Teheran had been completed and despatched on her first 
voyage to India, and that her sister ship, the Thibet, would be launched 
shortly. The board, having carefully watched the progress and building 
of these vessels, were satisfied that they would meet the requirements of 
modern tratftic, and be in every way worthy of the company and sustain 
its reputation. Following up the policy which had been adopted for 
some years past, that of getting rid of the old vessels and replacing 
them with new ones better adapted to the requirements of modern 
times, the Delta had been sold to the Japanese, and the Candia, which 
had recently been employed in connection with the Ashantee expedition, 
had been advertised for sale. On the other hand, two vessels had been 
bought, which were originally laid down for another company, the 
Khivaand Kashgar. Coming to the repairs and renewals, he said the 
Sumatra was being fitted with new compound engines, and otherwise 
altered, which would increase her speed about one knot, diminish her 
fuel consumption 30 per cent., and increase her cargo carrying capacity. 
(Hear, hear.) The same remarks would apply to the Mongolia. Having 
gone through the details of the alterations and improvements 
being effected in other vessels, he described the exact progress, 
alluding specially to the Deccan, which had become a_house- 
hold word amongst the shareholders latterly, or at least at the 
meetings of the company. An accident having happened to her 
cylinder, the board decided at once to furnish her with new compound 
engines instead of repairing the machinery, and he believed that the 
shareholders would never have cause to regret having purchased her. 
(Hear, hear.) Alluding to the Suez Canal, he must speak in a tone of 
disappointment. The negotiations which were going on at the last 
meeting were still pending, but with this difference, that a general 
election having taken place and a new Cabinet formed, the company, 
having previously brought the negotiations up toa certain point, had 
to begin de novo. That being the case, and the negotiations being still 
pending, he would say nothing beyond this, that the canal was a great 
advantage to the commercial community, and that the board expected 
—this company performing a great public service—its representations 
ought to receive due consideration from the Government, and in a 
favourable manner, providing there was no corresponding dis- | 
advantage to the public service. With the simple announce- 
ment that it was the intention of the board, so soon as the matter 
was completed, to publish the whole of the correspondence in reference 
to the matter with the late and the present Government, he would dis- 
miss the subject for the present. As to the decline in the dividend, he | 
had nothing to tell the meeting beyond what was stated in the report. 
The expenses of the company had been greater in consequence of the 
canal, the cost of going through which was enormous, as the Canal Com- 
pany was charging upon the net tonnage at the present time. It was | 
perfectly erroneous to suppose—and he wished that clearly understood 
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| conflict which unexpectedly arose at Constantinople. 


—that the company would make large profits by going through the 
eanal ; and it was simply to keep up with the times and the advancing 
spirit of the age that the company desired its use. He corcluded by 
moving the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Davis (of Southampton) wished to know what amount the Delta 
was sold for.—The Chairman replied that the vessel was sold for a 
trifle less than the amount at which she stood in the company’s books.— 
Mr. Davis was glad to learn that the diminution in the dividend was not 
du2 to the mishaps which had occurred to sume of the company’s 
vessels coming to London instead of Southampton. 

Mr. W. W. Harris was not satisfied with the dividend, especially as 
other steam companies were maintaining their dividends despite the 
increased expenses, He therefore moved as an amendment that a divi- 
dend of £2 on each £50 share, and 8s. on each share on which £10 has 
been paid for the half year ending March 31, 1874, be paid to the pro- 
prietors entitled to receive the same on and after June 24, 1874. 

Mr. Ward asked the chairman if it was his intention to allude to the 
pamphlet put forward by Captain Bain, and reply to the statements 
contained therein. 

The Chairman said it was not the intention of the board to notice the 
matter, but to treat the misstatements with the contempt they deserved. 
He would of course leave the whole question in the hands of the 
shareholders. 

Mr Ward then, at some length, drew attention to some papers 
circulated amonzst the proprietors by Captain Bain, quotations from 
which he read, reflecting upon the directors and some of the officials, 
and handed in some photographs of original letters in reference to the 
Deccan, which letters, the chairman said, had been abstracted from the 
archives of the company. 

Mr. Sutherland, one of the directors, replied at ‘some length to the 
statements of Captain Bain. 

Mr. Badderley wished for some explanation from Capt. Bain as to 
by what right he, as an executor of the deveased Mr, Anderson, retained 
lett:rs which belonged to the company, and asked how they came into 
his possession. 

Mr. Howell, the late secretary of the company, said that he was also 
one of the executors to the late Mr. Anderson's will, and in that capa- 
city he sorted the letters and papers in the office, and sent away all 
those which belonged to the chairman, and no such letters as those 
photographed were among them. It was well known that for some 
time prior to his decease the late chairman was quite unable to attend 
to business, and the fates of those letters proved that they were written 
and reesived at the time when Mr. Andersun was unable to attend to 
any business. 

Captain Bain made a lengthy statement in reference to the affairs of 
the Company, the principal being that the Company's fleet was con- 
siderably over-valued. In reference to the letters which he had pho- 
tographed, he said he could not tell exactly whether the letters were 
among the late Mr. Anderson's papers at his private house or amongst 
those at the offices of the Company. (Cries of “Oh, oh.”’) 

Mr. Howell said that the deceased gentleman was never in the offices 
of the Company from the Ist of January, 1863, up to the time of his 
death, the dates of the letters being January 2 and 3, and March, 1868. 

After some further discussion, in which Mr. Fane de Salis, Mr. 
Spencer Herapath, the Chairman, Mr. Sutherland, and others, took part, 
the amendment was withdrawn, and the original motion for adopting 
the report was agreed to with only one dissentient. 

Mr. S. Herapath said he was desirous of proposing a vote of confidence 
in the board of directors. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman said such a vote was quite unnecessary —(hear, hear)}— 
for the feeling of the shareholders, as evinced that day both by those 
present und by those who had done him the honour of writing to him, 
showed that the directors enjoyed the full confidence of the great body 
of the proprietary. (Loud cheers.) 

The vote of thanks to the chairman and his colleagues for their con- 
duct of the business of the company was proposed by Mr. Ward and 
unanimously agreed to, and the proceedings terminated. 








THE SUEZ CANAL COMPANY. 


A general meeting of the shareholders of this company was held in 
Paris on the 2nd inst. The report proposes to capitalise the seven un- 
paid coupons, including the coupon next due, which will amount in all 
to £.35,000,000, and for that purpose to create 400,000 bonds, which 
will be issued for the value of the coupons at f.83, repayable in forty 
years, and bearing a yearly interest of five per cent. from November, 
1874. The report then states that the company, which had undertaken 
important works of improvement—viz., precisely such as had pre- 
viously been asked for by the English representative in Egypt—had 
now entirely suspended their execution, and would confineitself strictly 
to keeping the canal in order. Ot the works commenced it would only 
cormplete the repairs at the Port Said jetty. The report refers to the 
It throws no 
responsibility on the Khedive, who, it says, had to obey the orders of 
the Sublime Porte, but blames the latter, which it declares to have been 
influenced by the British Minister. The report adds that England 
was put forward in this matter, and supported by the delegate in Con- 
stantinople of-the Messageries Maritimes Company. M. de Lesse 
yielded to armed force, but entered a protest and still maintained the 
rights of the company. The report concludes by asking that full 
powers should be given to the Administration of the Canal. 

The meeting approved the conclusions of the report, ratified the 
measures taken by the President, Director, and Council, and granted 
them full power to negotiate for the solution of pending question 
witha view of recovering the rights of the company, which had fur the 
time suffered, without accepting, an armed violatwn of its contract. 
The meeting also approved by a large majority the proposed measure 
of capitalisation for asettlement of the coupons in arrear. M. de Lesseps 
made a speech, in which he denounced England in very strong ¢erms 
for venturing to interfere with the tariff. 
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JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA V, HENDERSON, 

The following is the judgment in this appeal from a decision pro- 
nounced by the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, which was brivtly re- 
ported in our issue of the Sth ult. :— 

In this case the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China are 
the appellants, and Charles Paton Henderson and Colin George Ross are 
the respondents. The respondents were the plaintiffs in a suit brought 
in the Court of Hong Kong against the appellants, and they sought to 
recover from them in that suit a sum of money which they had received 
ander a bill of lading endorsed to them by Messrs. Lyall, Still, and 
Company. The plaintiffs in the first paragraph of the prayer of their bill 
ask, “That it may be declared that the assignment of the said bill of 
lading to the defendants was and is void, as being a fraudulent preter- 
ence of the defendants.” That point is given up, and no question now 
arises upon it. Then in the secundjparagraph of the prayer they ask, 
“That it may be declared that all sums of money received by the de- 
fendants in respect of fifty trusses of long cells, to which the bill of 
lading related, have been received by them in trust for the plaintiffs.” 
Now the question is whether the bank received the proceeds of those 
goods in trust for the plaintiffs or on their own account. There is no 
doubt that Messrs. Lyall and Still in London purchased the goods from 
Messrs. Henderson and Company on the terms expressed in the letter 
of September 1, 1866, which is set out at page 5 of the record, viz., 
that the invoices should state that the proceeds of the shipments were 
to be remitted to Messrs. Lyall and Still—they being the firm in 
London—in first-class bank bills specially to imect the acceptance of 
Messrs. Henderson and Company's draft against the shipment. The 
goods had been paid for by an acceptance of Mesgrs. Lyall and Still, 
and the stipulation was that they should send them out to their firm 
of Lyall, Still, and Company in Hong Kong, and that the firm there 
should remit the proceeds to Lyall and Still in London, in order that 
they should therewith take up the bill which they had accepted in 
payment for the goods. It may be admitted for the purpose of this 
case that the stipulation that the proceeds of the shipments were to 
be remitted in first-class bill created a trust on the part of Lyall, Still, 
and Company not to pledge the goods, but su to deal with them that 
they should obtain the value of them, and remit the proceeds for the 
purpose of taking up the bill. But, assuming that such a trust was 
created between Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Conipany and Messrs. Hen- 
derscn and Company, the question is whether the bank were bound by 
that trust. 


Now the bill of lading was sent out to Lyall, Still, and Company, 
and on the 14th of December they, having it in their possession, en- 
dorsed and delivered it to the bank. The consideration for which they 
endorsed it is set out in the answer of the defendants. Paragraph 16 
states, “The defendants admit that during the month of November, 1866, 
they purchased from the said firm of Lyall, Still, and Company for the 
sum of £15,000 sterling certain bills of exchange drawn by the said firm 
upon a firm trading in England under the name of Chalmers, Guthrie, 
and Company, upon the understanding and agreement that the said 
advance should be covered by shipping documents for silk or other 
China produce ; the said sum of £15,000 sterling was paid and advanced 
by them to the said firm at the tine they purchased the said bills upon 
the promise and understanding that the said shipping documenta should 
be delivered before the departure of the next outgoing mail for 
Europe.” It appears then that the bank purchased bills of exchange, 
to the extent of £15,000 from Messrs. Lyall. Still, and Company, and 
that they paid them the amount upon the stipulation that Messrs. Lyall, 
Still, and Company were to hand them over shipping documents to the 
extent of the bills. They then go on in paragraph 17 to show that 
Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Company failed to perform that agreement. 
They say, “ The defendants do not know whether the said firm of Lyall, 
Still, and Company were unable to deliver to them such shipping docu- 
ments as aforesaid, or to repay the said advance, but they admit that 
the said firm failed to do so notwithstanding that they were urgently 
pressed todo so by the defendants ; and the said firm having been 
threatened by the defendants with immediate legal proceedings in the 
event of their failing to fulfil their said contract without further delay, 

romised the defendants that if they would abstain from commencing 
Lol proceedings against them, and would consent to release them from 
their engagement to furnish the said shipping documents for silk and 
other China produce, and allow the said sum of £15,000 sterling which 
had been paid to them in advance for the snid bills upon the faith of 
their undertaking tv deliver the said shipping documents as aforesaid 
to constitute an ordinary debt fur money lent, they would deposit with 
the defendants other security for the repayment of the said sum ; and 
they offered to deposit with the defendants at once in part fulfilment of 
ma | proposed substituted arrangement, a bill of lading for goods of 
the value of 310,000 or thereabonta,”—the bill of lading in question— 
which they stated had already been sold by them to arrive, upon the 
understanding that the said bill of lading or the goods represented 
therein would be returned to the said firm upon payment by them to 
the defendants of a sum equivalent tothe said value thereof. Then 
paragraph 18 says :—The defendants admit that they assented to the 

roposed arrangement in substitution of the original agreement which 
the said firm of Lyall, Still, and Company were unable to fulfil as afore- 
said ; and the said firm in part performance of the said substituted | 
agreement, and in consideration of the said loan and of the said original 
agreement, hanced to the defendant the bill of lading for fifty trusses 
or bales of long ells, mentioned in paragraph 18 of the said bill of 
complaint, which said bill of lading was endorsed by the said firm and 
was stated by them to represent the said goods which they had sold to 
arrive, and which were to be redeemable by them on the terms afore- | 
paid. | 

It appears thet the bill of lading was endorsed and handed over by 
Meesrs. Wyall, Still, and Company to the bank in consideration of the | 
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bank’s releasing them from the obligation which they had come under 
to hand over shipping documents of the value of £15,000, and of their 
undertaking not to take the legal proceedings criminal or civil which 
they had threatened. It appears, therefore, to their lordships that there 
was a sufficient consideration for the endorsement of the bill of lading 
by Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Company to the bank. 

Then, had the bank notice of the trust which had attached to the 
proceeds of those goods in the hands of Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Com- 
pany?) The bill dues not charse that they had notice of the trust or 
of the terms upon which the goods had been sold by Messrs. Henderson 
and Company. It is not found by the learned judge who tried the 
case that they had such notice, nor is it probable that such a notice 
would have been given. Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Company were under 
an obligation to deliver shipping documents to the bank ; they were 
unable to do so, and ths bank threatened legal proceedings against 
them, and to proceed against them criminally, and then, in order to in- 
duce the bank to stay these procevdings, Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Com- 
pany say, we will treat this £15,000 as a loan, you release us from the 
obligation to give the shipping documents, and if you do that we will 
endorse and hand over to you this billof lading. Isit likely that when 
they wanted to induce the bank to release them from the obligation to 
deliver shipping documents, and to accept the bill of lading in lieu 
thereof, they would have said we will hand over a bill of lading which 
is subject to such a trust that when the guods are sold you will not be 
able to receive the procceds? It is most improbable that they would 
have given such a notice to the bank when they endorsed the bill of 
lading under the circumstances stated. 

The bill of lading having been endorsed to the bank for a valuable 
consideration, and without notice, passed the legal interest in the goods 
to the bank. Apparently from the statement in the answer the gooda 
were actually delivered over to the bank, so that the legal interest 
passed to the bank not only by the delivery of the goods, but by the 
endorsement of the bill of lading. But even assuming that the bank 
did not obtain actual delivery of the goods, there is no doubt that the 
endorsement of the bill of lading for valuable consideration passed the 
legal interest in the goods to the bank. 

There is a distinction between this case and the one which was cited, 
of Rogers r. the Comptoir d'Escompte de Paris, 5 Moore's P.C.C., N.S., 
538. In that case the question was whether the goods could be stopped. 
in transitu, and whether the endorsement of a bill of lading prevented 
the unpaid sellers from stopping the goods in consequence in the in- 
solvency. Sir Joseph Napier in delivering the judgment of that case 
said :—“ The general rule so clearly stated and explained by Lord St. 
Leonards, is that the assignee of any security stands in the same posi- 
tion as the assignor as to the equities arising upon it. This as a general 
rule was not disputed, but it was contended that the case of a bill of 
lading is exceptional and must be dealt with on special grounds. 
Doubtless the hol:ler of an endorsed bill of lading may in the course 
of commercial dealing transfer a greater right than he himself has. 
The exception is founded on the negotiable quality of the document. 
It is contined to the case where the person who transfers the right is 
himeelf in actual and authorised possession of the document, and the 
transferee gives value on the face of it, without having notice of any 
circumstance which would render the transaction neither fair nor 
honest. In such a case if the yendor is unpaid one of two innocent 
parties must suffer by the act of a third, and it is reasonable that he 
who by misplaced confidence has enabled such third person to occa- 
sion the loss should sustain it.’ His lordship cited the well-known 
case of Lickbarrow 7. Mason as an authority for that position. Then 
he went on to consider whether there was any valuable consideration for 
the endorsement of the bill of lading, and showed that it was endorsed 
and handed over in pursuance of a previous agreement of the 26th 
December, 1866, which is also set up in this case, by which the parties 
agreed to transfer all goods and _ bills of lading or other documents for 
all goods “now on the way hither, to arrive in December, 1866, or 
January, 1867." The bill of lading was not handed over, nor had it 
even arrived at the time when the agreement was entered into. Sir 
Joseph Napier goes on to say,—‘ But in this case, at the time of the 
assignment Maclean had not possesion of the documents. Nothing was 
advanced on the faith of them. There is merely a general description 
of the documents expected to arrive, without knowing their contents, 
or how far they might be limited or qualified. The property of the 


| firm in the goods expected was not only subject to special stipulations 


in the contracts of sale in the case of two of the three parcels, but was 
also subject in all the three to the lien of the unpaid vendors.” 
Then he says,—“ Doubtless the vendor's claim cannot prevail against, 
the claim of a transferee for value given on the faith of a negotiable 
security fairly and honestly taken. Tothe extent to which he has so given 
value, hehasa prior claim. But the rule is founded on the reason of it as 
already explained, cessante rativne cessat ipsa ler. Where there is no ad- 


| vance made or value given upon the faith of the documents, where 


the object is simply by a sweeping clause to gather in whatever may be 
got to recoup the creditor of a debtor who had become insvlvent for an 
improvident advance made upon the faith of a totally different security, 
where upon the true construction of the assignment no interest passed 
that would place the assignee in a better position than the assignor, it 
appears to their lordships that such a transfer so made, and under such 
circumstances, cannot be held sufficient to defeat the vendor's claim.’ 
But the present case differs from that case, inasmuch as on the 14th of 
December, 1866, the bill of lading was in the hands of Lyall, Still, and 
Company, and they endorsed and handed it over to the bank for the 
considerations to which allusion has already been made. It was handed 


, over at that time for a valuable consideration. 


Now it must be taken that the consideration for the deposit by tle 
said firm of Lyall, Still, and Company with the defendants of the said 


: Dill of lading was the rolense of the said firm from their original con- 


tract to supply shipping documents of China produce, the substitution of 
a new agreement, and the abandonment of the threatened legal pro- 
ceedings. The defendants admit that on the 22nd December, 1866, the 
said firm of Lyall, Still, and Company did execute the writing or docu- 
ment set out in the 21st paragraph of the said bill, and that the said 
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writing or document purports to be an assignment of the property 
therein mentioned to the defendants jointly with the Comptoir 
d’Escompte de Paris. They admit that the said assignment and the 
facts relating thereto were the subjects of a suit recently heard and 
decided. It is, in fact, the same agreement as that set up in 
Rodgers’s case ; but they say that the deposit of the said bill of lading 
for the said fifty trusses of long ells by the said firm of Lyall, Still, 
and Company with the defendants was a transaction anterior to and in- 
dependent of the said assignment, and had no relation thereto or there- 
with. Their Lordships are of opinion that the transfer of the bill of lading 
in this case was for a valuable consideration. It was transferred on 
the 14th December, and had no relation to the document, which was 
executed on the 16th of December. This case differs entirely from 
Rodgers’ Case, because the bill of lading in that case was not handed 
over at the time, but was handed over in pursuance of the agreement 
generally to hand over all bills. In this case it was handed over spe- 
cially at the time in consideration of the release and of the abandon- 
ment of proceedings for not delivering over the shipping documents. 
It therefore appears that the bank did obtain the legal right to the 
goods by the endorsement of the bill of lading for a valuable considera- 
tion, and whether they afterwards actually received possession of the 
goods or not they had a legal title to them, without notice, and that 
legal title was not affected by the equity arising out of the circum- 
stances under which the goods were sold by Messrs. Henderson and 
Compuny to Lyall, Still, and Company. 

This case comes entirely within the case of Henderson and Company 
v. The Comptoir d'Escompte de Paris, in which their lordships held 
that the bank got the legal title to the goods, and that. that legal title 
was not affected by the equity arising from the terms upon which the 
goods were originally sold. 

It was suggested that probably the bank gave back the bill of lading 
in consideration of Lyall, Still, and Company's handing over to them 
the proceeds which they had received from the purchasers—that Lyall, 
Still, and Company having got the proceeds which had been paid to 
them in anticipation, they handed over those proceeds, got the bill of 
lading back, and then handed over the goods to the purchasers, Even 
if Lyall, Still, and Company did sell the goods and receive the proceeds 
from the purchasers, and hand over the money to the bank, the bank 
would not be effected by the equity between Messrs. Lyall, Still, and 
Company and Messrs. Henderson and Company as they had notice of 
the terms upon which the goods were sold, and when Lyall, Still, and 
Company handed over to the bank the money which they had received 
as payment for the goods the bank got a legal title to the money and 
was not affected by any equity which might exist between Messrs. 
Henderson and Company and Lyall, Still, and Company, arising out of 
the agreement under which the goods were sold. Therefore, under no 
circumstances were the bank liable or affected by the equity existing 
between Messrs. Henderson and Company and Lyall, Still, and Com- 
pany, and they cannot be declared to be trustees for Messrs, Henderson 
and Company of the proceeds of the goods, 

Under these circumstances their lordships will advise Her Majesty 
that the suit cannot be maintained, that the decision of the learned 
judge ought to be reversed, and that the bill be dismissed with costs 
in the Court below, and the costs of this appeal. 


Titerature,

At a meeting of the Anthropological Institute Mr. Hyde 
Clarke read a paper on “ Researches in Prehistoric and Proto- 
historic Comparative Philology, Mythology, and Archeology, in 
connection with the Origin of Culture in America, and its Pro- 
pogation by the Sumerian or Accad Families.” It dealt with the 
relations of language to culture, as cultural philology. A sketch 
was given of the succession or chronology of languages, the 
earliest places being assigned to the pygmean and cannibal races, 
and the distribution of the various classes in America, Africa, 
and India, being dealt with. With regard to the epoch of the 
monument-building peoples, affinities of language were shown 
among these ; and Mr. Clarke proposed to employ Sumerian for 
the class, and Accad for the single language. Starting, probably, 
from High Asia, one branch passed as Accad to Babylonia, and 
another to India and Indo-China, including Pegu and Cambodia 
(Kemer). Thence traversing the Pacific by Easter Island, and 
following the Agaw, a migration passed into America, founding 
the Aymara domination in Peru, and that of the Maya in 
Yucatan. 


The Oviental for May contains a chapter on Persian Poetry, 
and some interesting papers on Indian matters, among others one 
entitled “The After Consequences of the Famine.” There is a 
letter on China from a Hong Kong correspondent, in which the 
writer describes life in Hong Kong in a style which would 
scarcely be found inthe more serious communications of the re- 
gular newspaper correspondent. 


In the Academy of May 30 Sir Rutherford Alcock reviews Mr. 
Adams’s “ History of Japan” and Mr. John Frederick Lowder’s 
translation of the “Legacy of Jeyas deified as Gongen Sama.” 
Writing of the former work Sir Rutherford says :—“It is not 
an easy task to write a popular history of Japan ; not that there 
is any lack of stirring incident and all the elements of interest

only establish a whole code of laws under his own supervision, 
but make these and the principles and maxims on which they 
were founded the governing ideas of succeeding generations of 
Japanese.” 


The Geographical Review for June opens with achapter on the 
“Railways of Peru,” by the Editor. In an article entitled 
“Singapore,” a very interesting sketch of the island is given. 
The writer received the account of the taking possession of 
Singapore by the English from Mr. Archibald Ritchie, who was 
heres Although the position of Singapore would lead to the 

elief that it had been selected for a settlement, owing to its 
being the key to the entrance to the China Sea, yet, accordin 
to the writer of this paper, the choice of the island as a Britis 
station was far more the result of accident than of design, the 
expedition that founded the settlement having actually sailed for 
another destination. 


In the June number of Blackwood an article appears entitled 
the “ Romance of the Japanese Revolution.” The writer—whom 
we believe to be a gentleman who represented a London paper 
at the Vienna Exhibition—after dealing with the history of the 
hostilities between various parties in Japan, asks with regard to 
the future :—“ We should be glad to know, for example, who 
are the real rulers of the country ; what is the actual state of 
feeling under the apparent calm; how the foreigners are re- 
garded, for they have undoubtedly been at the bottom of every- 
thing ; what has become of the hordes of disbanded swordsmen 
whose occupation is gone, and who are reduced to penury ; 
whether the secularised and disendowed priests of a once popu 
religion still retain their hold on their devotees, and are disposed 
to preach a holy war Fy invoking the support of the interests 
that have suffered ; and last, but not least, comes the financial 
question—indeed, it must take precedence of all the others, in 
states that rank as Japan aspires to do. Will the new financial 
machinery, so suddenly improvised, support the strain of 
those heavy burdens that are the consequence of this 
general imitation of all things European?” On the sub- 
ject of the leaders of the revolutionary movement the writer 
says :—“ But what are we to think of the conduct of the 
daimios themselves? The Princes of Satsuma, Chosiu, Hitzen, 
and Tosa had overthrown the Shogun, apparently because he was 
menacing their feudal authority, or at least because he seemed 
likely to increase his own in virtue of his more intimate relations 
with the strangers. And the first step they took after this vic- 
tory was to resign all they had been fighting for, and infinitely 
more than anyone would have dreamed of exacting of them, 
even had they been prostrated in a series of disastrous cam- 
paigns. They volunteered the abolition of the feudal system, to 
which they owed their very existence. They offered guarantees 
for their sincerity by resigning the bulk of their vast territories 
into the possession of the Crown. They surrendered their valued 
titles of honour. They consented to receive Crown préfets into 
their hereditary dominions, to administer them absolutely in the 
name of the central authority.” That the writer believes that 
Japan is being civilised too quickly is ie from the follow- 
ing remarks :—“ Japan has transformed itself into a civilised 
kingdom, and has advanced itself more decidedly in many re- 
spects than some of the ancient monarchies of Europe. It has 
State Councils and Privy Councils—a House of Representatives, 
subdivided into committees; it has sixty-six arrondissements, 
each with its préfet ; it has railways and telegraphs, mints and 
educational establishments with European professors ; it has 
sent its legations abroad, resident or with roving commissions ; 
and it has a national debt that bids fair to increase rapidly if the 
credit of the country holds good. But if the successive coatings 
of civilised varnish have not been laid on far too quick, the 
atmosphere of Japan must be altogether exceptional.” 


By the last mail from the Straits Settlements we learn that 
Colonel Low’s work on the “Soil, Climate, and Agriculture of 
the Straits Settlements of Penang, Singapore, and Malacca,” 
with notes by Messrs, D. Aitken and J. R. Logan, is to be re- 
published.

The Army avd Navy Guzette prints the following remarks upon 
the disposal of the naval command in China :— 
There is no truth in the report that Vice-Admiral Chads has been 

nominated to succeed Sir Charles Shadwell as Commander-in-Chief in 
China. It is, however, generally known that he and others of his rank 
are desirous of obtaining so desirable an appointment, but on the other 
hand it was a matter of notoriety to the whole service, that had Mr. 
Gcechen remained in power Rear-Admiral Beauchamp Seymour would 
have been selected to carry his flag to the Celestial Empire, and as the 
two senior naval members of Mr. Ward Hunt’s Board occupied the 
same posts under his predecessor, we do nut see how they can fail to 
support their former colleague in the attainment of his wishes in this 
«respect. Admiral Seymour has never concealed his desire to be actively 
employed, and probably would prefer China to any other station if his 
own inclinations were consulted ; but, as a matter of course, he would 
never refuse to serve where duty calls him. The China command, with 
one solitary exception, has always been given to a Rear-Admiral, and 
this exception was made in favour of a very distinguished officer—the 
Hon. Sir Henry Keppel. Now, without the least desire to detract from 
the claims or merits uf Vice-Admiral Chada and the other gentlemen 
who may be aiming for the appointment in question, we do not believe 
that they seriously consider themselves as being un a level with Sir 
Henry Keppel. Moreover, if our recollection serves us rightly, we be- 
lieve that the whole body of the Rear-Admirals (and Admiral Chads 
was then one of them) protested either publicly or privately against the 
so-called innovation of appointing a Vice-Admiral to what was termed 
the birthright of a Rear-Admiral, and if there was any weight in the 
argument brought forward against Sir Henry's nomination it must now 
be materially increased in the case of Admiral Seymour, who if there 
had not been a change of Ministry would undoubtedly have received 
the appointment from which it is now sought to relieve him. If Mr. 
Goschen had so wished he might have left a minute on record indica- 
tive of his intentions ; which, although not positively binding on his 
successor, would in all probability have had the desired effect in com- 
pliance with old-established custom. Again, it would scarcely be worth 
while to mortify the feelings of so able and zealous an officer as Ad- 
miral Seymour undoubtedly is, by refusing to ratify the engagement of 
a previous First Lord of the Admiralty. The precudent would be bad, 
and might hereafter lead to complications which, for the sake of the 
well-being of the service, it would be desirable to avoid. 





A large staff of workmen is being employed in Portsmouth Dockyard 
on the Victor Emmanuel, which is to be receiving-ship at Hong Kong. 
The Victor Emmanuel was formerly a two-decker line-of-battle ship of 
91 guns, and was called the Repulse ; but on the visit of the King of 
Sardinia to England, at the close of the Russian War, his Majesty went 
to Portamouth, and the Repulse being the first ship he inspected, she 
was re-christened, after the name of the King. She continued as a 
line-of-battle ship till last year, when she was converted into a 
hospital-ship for the Ashantee War, and was specially fitted for the 
purpose, with the latest hospital appliances. Being intended as a 
receiving-ship, some alterations are, of course, necessary. The whole 
of the cots and other hospital fittings on the main-deck are being re- 
moved, and some general repairs are being executed. It is possible 
that a gun or two will be placed on the upper deck for signal 
purposes. A saloon galley for cooking, on the latest principle, has 
been erected, and on the orlop-deck are a range of store-rooms ; but the 
ice-making machine, which answered so admirably during the war, is to 
be removed. Her lower masts formerly belonged to the Royal Oak. 
Her crew will number about 200 officers and men, against 820 when 
hhe served as a line-of-battle ship. She is to be out of the dockyard 
sands by the 20th inst, 

The following officers who last served on the China station have re- 
ceived appointments as under :—Lieutenant A. S. Hamilton (in the 
Juno, from 1871 to 1872), to the London, 72, screw ship, Devonport ; 
Sub-Lieutenant H. J. Jeffrey (in the Iron Duke in 1872), to the London; 
Mr. W. Ironmonger, chief engineer (in the Thistle, from 1869 to 1872), 
to the Nymph, 5, screw sloop, Sheerness ; Mr. F. B. Baverstock, pay- 
master (in the Nassau, from 1870 to 1873), to the Adventure, 2, screw 
troopship, Chatham ; Mr. W. Armstrong, carpenter (in the Princess 
Charlotte, from 1869 to 1871), to the Boscawen, training ship for buys. 

Captain Henry Boys, R.N., has been appointed to succeed Captain 
Hood, C.B., as Director of Naval Ordnance. He entered the Navy in 
1837, and in 1863 he obtained command of the Pelorus, 21, fitting at 
Devonport for China, which ship he commanded until September 12, 
1864, when he removed into the Barrosa, 21, on the same station, and 
on January 30, 1867, was paid off. Captain Boys has been employed at 
sea over thirty years. 

The Adventure, 2, iron troop-ship, 2,510 (1,794) tons, 1,227 (400) horse 
power, lately completed for sea at Sheerness, is to be forthwith com- 
missioned by Capt. John D’Arcy, with a crew of 148 officers and men. 
Her first voyage will probably be to Japan. 

The Iron Duke, flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Shadwell, K.C.B., 
on the China station, is expected to leave for England in September. 
Sir Charles’s command terminates on the 29th of August. 

We hear that the first battalion of the 10th Regiment, now stationed 
at Singapore, is likely to remain there some time longer. 


Monetary and Commercial, 


At the Mieeting on the 4th inst. of the P. and O. Company the 
report of the directors was adopted, and an interim dividend was 
declared at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum. 
The National Provincial Bank of England announces a half- 
early dividend at the rate of eight percent. per annum, and a 
Fores of nine per cent. _ ;

At a meeting of the board of the London and River Plate 
Bank, the usual interim dividend of 5 per cent. for the half-year 
ended 31st March last was declared. 

Close holiday was maintained in the Manchester Market up to 
the end of last week, and business is scarcely yetresumed. The 
market exhibits a quiet tone, with only small demand for either 
Yarns or Goods. Producers show some disposition to make small 
concessions on last week’s quotations, but there is no pressure to 
sell as far as regards the better descriptions. The lower qualities, 
however, find scarcely any market, and holders would be glad to 
realise at easier rates. 

The Japanese Nine per Cent. Loan stands at 106 to 108, the 
Seven per Cent. at 96 to 98. 

The Eastern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for the month 
of May, 1874, amounted to £30,225, and to £29,852 in the 
corresponding period of 1873. The traffic receipts of the Eastern 
Extension Australasia and China Telegraph Company (Limited) 
for last month amounted to £18,879, and to £15,616 for the 
corresponding period of 1873. 

At the Bankruptcy Court, Mr. J. Waddell, accountant, was 
appointed the trustee, under the failure of Measrs. Rodocanachi 
Brothers, merchants, of Ethelburga House, Bishopsgate-street. 
The liabilities to rank are estimated at £20,000, with assets not 
yet ascertained. The case of Messrs. Oppenheim and Schrader, 
merchants, of Mark-lane, who have presented a petition for li- 
quidation of their affairs by arrangement or composition, has 
also been brought before the Court.
